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‘At Least It’s A Start 


Tt is impossible to get frightfully en- 
thusiastic about the appointment of a 
three-man committee of the city council 
to study the need for reorganization and 
increase in Edmonton's police force and 
equipment for two reasons: 


1, Because the need for an increase 
stands out a mile and has been proved 
time after time. 

2. Because Aldermen Ford, Clarke and 
Innes, while they are competent and intel- 
ligent men, simply don’t have the police 
knowledge and experience to decide au- 
thoritatively whether the police depart- 
ment requires ation or not. 

So far as the increase is concerned, any 
citizen can judge for himself whether 111 
constables can begin to adequately police 
a city of 160,000 people, 

There is no city of any size anywhere 
which tries to maintain law and order, 
under circumstances comparable to those 
of Edmonton, with a ratio of one constable 
to each 1441 of population. 

Certainly no city, which is known from 
one end of the continent to the other as a 
“boom town" and, as such, holds out in- 
ducements to every crook in North Amer- 
ica, could begin to afford real security 
with such a meagre force. 

The traffic situation is even more 
grossly impossible. 

Here we have a busy, growing city 
with a constantly increasing stream of 
motor traffic, a city which has no traffic 
system to speak of, a city where there is 
@ tradition of flouting the traffic law. 

And we expect to enforce that traffic 
jaw with 14 constables and two sergeants, 

That expectation is ludicrous any way 
you look at it. 


Chief Constable Jennings has asked 
for more constables and ey equipment. 
Why is it necessary to set up 4 
of three aldermen to investigate that re- 
quest when common sense and experience 
80 plainly endorse and justify it? 

far as reorganization is concerned, 
it is difficult to = ng, oak pe 
and two commissioners, however 
ent they may be in their own lines of work, 
can determine bina f or not the force 
needs to be reo 

If the efficiency of Chief Jennings and 
his assistants had ever been brought into 

uestion, it might be a different story. 
But the fact that the higher officers of 
police have maintained this city so mir 
aculously free of major crime, — 
atively speaking, should be proof, ipso 
facto, that they are doing an amazing job. 

If there was any doubt of their effi- 
ciency, no one would be demanding more 
loudly than The Edmonton Bulletin a 
complete professional survey of the force. 
And if anyone can show inefficiency, they 
can count on the full support of this news- 
paper in such a survey. 

While we not believe the present 
commitiee can add much to what the 
public already knows and believes, we do 
not condemn its formation because it in- 
dicates that council has at least made a 
start in clearing up the numerical in- 
adequacy of the force. 

In its willingness to name such a com- 
mittee, council] has shown itself to be 
aware of the grave danger in a depleted 
police department, a development which 
we were beginning to believe would never 
be precipitated without a major crime 
wave, as consciousness of a weak fire de- 
partment had to be awakened by a disas- 
trous fire. 


Position of Alderman Hawrelak 


While it may be possible to criticize 
rather severely some of the details of 
Alderman William Hawrelak's administra- 
tion as acting mayor, most citizens will 
be glad of the assurance that he will stay 
in office until March 30 when, Edmonton 
hopes, Mayor Sidney Parsons will be back 
on the job restored to health. 

This approval of council’s action in 
confirming Mr. Hawrelak as deputy mayor 
for his regular term, January 17 to March 
30, is based, it should be understood, not 
60 much on admiration for the gentleman 
himself, as on the need for a continuity 
of administration which would not be se- 
cured if two or three or four aldermen 


came in to pinch-hit, in turns, for Mayor 
Parsons. 

Notwithstanding this approval, many 
citizens would be glad if council would 
clarify Mr. Hawrelak’s position in view of 
the understanding of many that his reg- 
ular period as deputy mayor was advanced 
from January 17 to the moment of Mayor 
Parson’s departure because Alderman 
Ford, then deputy mayor, was not able 
to act. 

This would mean that he had already 
served his term as deputy mayor out of 
turn, 

This belief may be a misconception. 
But it is held by many and council should 
put it right to keep the record straight. 


What Goes On Inside Russia? 


Press analysts of the international 
situation have expressed the opinion that 
the democracies would be in a poor posi- 
tion to dea] with a Russian blow at Europe 
should that blow be delivered now. 

They express some surprise that Russia 
has not already commenced aggression 
before General Dwight D. Eisenhower 
has had a chance to organize Europe’s 
defence and train manpower for it. 

One press observer says there are two 
possible answers to Russia's failure to 
strike at once: 

1. The American advantage in atomic 
bombs. 

2. Chaotic conditions within Russia 

This second reason for Russia's delay 
is well worth consideration, 

The ibility of internal trouble with- 
in the Soviet Union presents itself as a

happy hope, not only for postponement of 
a world struggle, but for the complete dis- 
appearance of international communism 
as a world threat. : 

It should be remembered, in support of 
that hope, that exactly the same social and 
economic factors which precipitated the 
Kerensky and Lenin revolutions in 1917 
still exist in Russia in even more exag- 
gerated form than they did in czarist days. 

There is the same, if not greater, 
oppression, the same unrest, the same in- 
justice and the same fear. 

Moreover, the Kerensky and Lenin up- 
heavals gave the Russian people a formula 
for revolution which they never possessed 
before, 

Consideration of this point tends to 
lift the dreadful apprehension that com- 
munism is a permanent and eternal men- 
ace that can only be defeated by a destruc- 
tive war of all nations.

Vital Need for Conservation

Editor, Bulletin—In answer to 
a letter by R. T. Dykes re Audit- 
orium proposed location in the 
Fair Grounds, published in The 
Journal Dee. 22, 1950, 

His reasons for supporting that 
site are weak, The statement that 
no site capable of providing park- 
ing facilities for 1,200 cars in ad- 
dition to the Auditorium exists 
downtown is wrong. 

Neither he nor the Exhibition 
Board has canvassed the possi- 
bilities in modern building tech- 
niques or trends developing for 
the solution of the parking prob- 
lem; thereby showing a total dis- 
regard to the present and future 
requirements of this fast growing 
city. 

Edmonton has been acclaimed 
as the City with the greatest in- 
dustrial, recreationai, and cultur- 
a! potentialities and is now doing 
all within its power to obtain 
with the most antiquated facilities 
for two of the foregoing. I refer 
to the TWO STOCK PAVIL- 
IONS, admirably suited for the 
purposes for which they were de- 
signed, but definitely unsuited 
for the present and future re- 
quirements of Edmontonians, 

Stockyards and Stock Pavil- 
fons have much in common, but 
even with classical names have 
nothing in common with a Civie 
Auditorium, 

I suggest that all avenues be 
explored before any decision is 
made. 

Alderman Clarke's Civic Centre 
Committee could well consider 
this matter. 

I contend that a CENTRAL 
SITE measuring 710 feet by 540 
feet exists, upon which can be 
built, not only the Auditorium, 
but a real STADIUM as well, 
capable of seating up to fourteen 
thousand people. 

Incorporated also, two iarge 
buildings suitable for City uses, 
such as a City Hall and Offices, 
a Recreational Centre of 32,000 
square feet, and a swimming pool 
is possible. 

Room for additional facilities 
such as a Museum, Ar Gallery, 
etc., can be included. 

Perhaps the most desirable 
feature would be an under cover 
WEATHER TRANSFER 
POINT for the Transit System, 
and parking means for fifty 
buses. 

A need common to each of the 
foregoing would be automatic 
parking means for thirty-five
